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OXFORD SPEAKERS 
WIN DRY DEBATE 
WITH COLLEGIANS 


Biting Sarcasm Of Sec­ 
ond Speaker Of Eng­ 
lish Team Keeps 
Audience Con­ 
vulsed. 


Glossing their argum ents with all 
of the literary and oratorical polish 
a t their command, members of Oxford 
University, England, debating team 
won an open forum discussion from 
G ettysburg College debaters in Brua 
Chapel, Monday evening. 
Ridicule, puns, witticisms, rhetoric, 
logic and diction, all found in abun­ 
dant measure among th e three mem­ 
bers of the English team , served them 
in good stead against the stra ig h t­ 
forward, direct and well-framed a rg u ­ 
ments of the O range and Blue team. 
The visitors won the debate largely 
on the rem arks of Mr. I ranklin, sec­ 
ond 
speaker 
for the O xford team. 
Touching only the high spots of the 
question under discu-vion, and then 
in a ridiculing and sarcastic manner, 
Mr. F ranklin punned his way through 
a fifteen-minute address, which mon* 
than once had the audience in con­ 
vulsions of laughter. 
Audience Decides Q uestions 
The 
subject of the debate was: 
“This house opposes any change in 
the Eighteenth Am endm ent,’ and the 
question was decided by the votes of 
the audience 
before 
ami 
a fter 
the 
speaking. 
The Oxford open forum 
system of debating resolves itself to 
merely a discussion, w ithout rebuttal, 
of the question, the final decision as 
to the winner resting with the audi­ 
ence. 
The* three Gettysburg debaters, S. 
H. Smith, C. S. Thomas and R. A. 
Nixdorf, upheld the affirmative side 
of the question, while the Englishmen 
spoke on 
the 
negative 
side. 
Mr. 
Smith opened the debate for C l a y s ­ 
burg, outlined the cause of the affirma- 
tive, and <?U**d numerous exam ples of 
w hat has been accomplished since the 
advent of prohibition. 
Although the G ettysburg team gave 
a good account of itself in presen ta­ 
tion of the subject m atter, the three 
Englishm en, 
all gradu ate students, 
brought with them more experience 
in forensic discussions, a deeper in­ 
sight into human nature and a greater 
ease of expression. 
Mr. Isham, a tall, blond, well-pro­ 
portioned man, with kindly blue eyes, 
was the first speaker for the English 
team . 
Speaking with the typical ac­ 
cent of the well-bred E nglishm an, he 
outlined what he and his team m ates 
would endeavor to prove. 
As he spoke 
he refuted argum ents of Mr. Smith, 
He did not attem pt a display of o ra ­ 
tory as Mr. Smith had done, but 
his 
argum ents were more direct and more 
convincing. 
Both teams cited n u m e ro u s authori­ 
ties and many statistics to prove their 
separate contentions for and against 
prohibition.

lin, of the negative side. 
The latter 
did not attem pt to advance the claims 
of his team m ates for a change in the 
prohibition amendment, except in a 
jocular and humorous vein.

Standing against it on the failure side 
of the ledger are listed 
under the 
brusque 
words, 
“totally 
lost,”

Lloyds Register, 124 vessels for the 
first three months of 1926. against a 
loss of 106 for the same period the 
previous year.
